Shanghai, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—Mar- 
shal Wu Pei-fu, once lord of central 
China, has requested Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, of the northern war lord’s al- 
liance, to state the number of troops 
he is sending into Honan province and 
to refrain from advancing beyond 
Changteh, near its northern border, 
said Japanese dispatches from Peking. 

If the troops of Chang stopped at 
Changteh, added Wu, significantly, he 
would endeavor to arrange an under- 
standing between his troops and the 
northerners, thus avoiding possible con- 
flict. 

Campaign for Hankow. 


Peking, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—Mar- 


| shal Chang Tso-lin, head of the alli- 


ance of northern war lords, announced 
today that its great campaign had be- 
gun in the war of the north against 
the south. 

Armies of Chihli and Shangung prov- 
inces of the Peking government, said 
Chang, have begun the long-expected 
advance to recapture Hankow from the 
invading nationalist (Cantonese) forces, 
and drive them southward from their 
new capital on the Yangtse river in 
central China. 

The northern armies will not halt at 
the Yangtse, said Chang’s pronounce- 
ment, but will pursue the Cantonese 
through Hunan province to Canton, in 
Kwangtung province, whence the south- 
erners erupted last spring in a vic- 
tortious campaign that gave them con- 
trol over half of China. 

In telegrams to leaders of the north- 
ern armies, Chang Tso-Lin, long dic- 
tator of Manchuria and in recent 
months director of the Peking govern- 
ment’s policies, vigorously denounced 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, some times styled 
“the Christian general,” and Chang 
Kai-Shek, general-in-chief of the Can- 
tonese forces, who are allied against 
the northern war lords. Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, founder of the kuominchun 
(national people’s army), of the Peking 
government which Chang Tso-Lin aided 
in deposing last April, recently showed 
considerable strength and activity in 
Honan province and attempted a junc- 
tion with Cantonese armies. 


Denounces Wu Pei Fu. 


Announcing his campaign, Chang 
Tso-Lin said he had received many re- 


quests from Hunan and Hupeh for re- 


lief from Cantonese domination and 
was most anxious to assist. Marshal 
Wu Pei-Fu had prevented his acting, 
asserted Chang Tso-Lin, that erstwhile 
central China war lord and northern 
ally who had made himself responsible 
for the recapture of Hankow having 
remained ineffective for six months in 
Honan province. Moreover, said Chang, 
Wu's forces had interposed obstacles to 
block the passage of other northern 
troops. 

Telegrams from Chang Tso-Lin to 
generals of Wu Pei-Fu, which an- 
nounced the beginning of the south- 
ward drive of the armies of the north,

New York, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—The 
government played its “ace” in the 
Daugherty-Miller trial today.

King, he said, told him he. could 
help him, that services of a lawyer 
were not necessary in having the claim 
allowed. Then King introduced him 
to Jess W. Smith, Daugherty’s handy- 
man. Later on, Merton said, he was 
introduced to Miller, but he could not 
recall whether King or Smith did the 
introducing. Miller, he said, told him 
he had just been installed as alien 
property custodian and didn’t know 


much about the affairs of that office, 
but that if he would come to Washing- 
ton he would be turned over to an au- 
thority on alien property matters. 

So Merton went to Washington, met 
Miller again and was turned over to

Beck Says He Will Press for 
Roll Call at Next Session, 
if Necessary.

A change of battle front brought the 
third-term issue before the House of 
Representatives yesterday instead of 
the Senate and shifted authorship of 
the move from the Democratic to the 
progressive Republican ranks. 

Representative J.D. Beck, Republican, 

of Wisconsin, introduced a resolution, 
identical in language with the one that 
the lower branch of Congress adopted 
in the Grant administration, expressing 
the opinion of the House that any 
departure from the tradition establish- 
ed by Washington and other Presidents 
of the United States would be “un- 
wise, unpatriotic and fraught with peril 
to our free institutions.” 
, Accompanying the resolution Repre- 
sentative Beck issued a statement in 
which he pointed out the precedents 
against occupancy of the White House 
for more than eight years, and cited in 
addition, the words of Thomas Jeffer- 
son in his autobiography which, Mr. 
Beck said, showed that it was not the 
intention of the framers of the Consti- 
tution to perpetuate any man in the 
highest office in the land. 

He referred also to the words of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, recorded by his wife, that 
it was the intention of the civil war 
President to retire at the end of his 
second term. 


Possibility of Vote Remote. 


Introduction of the resolution in the 
House is not likely to provoke the same 
held for political discussion that would 
have been offered had it come up in 
the Senate. The possibility that the 
House will even consider, much less 
vote on the resolution at this session, 
is remote, but its introduction in the 
Senate was still being considered yes- 
terday. 

“For 140 years,” said Mr. Beck, “the 
chief executives of this nation—Fed- 
eralists, Democrats, Whigs and Repub- 
licans—have uniformly observed the 
tradition of retiring at the end of two 
terms in the White House. 

“Numerous statements have appeared 
in the press in recent months advanc- 
ing the argument that since the pres- 
ent occupant of the White House will 
have served only six years on March 4, 
1929, the third-term tradition should 
not be raised as a bar to his reelection 
in 1928. 

“The complete answer to this argu- 
ment is found in this indisputable 
fact: If reelected in 1928, President 
Coolidge will serve until March 4, 1933, 
or ten years from the time that he first 
took the oath of office or assumed the 
Presidency in August, 1923. His reelec- 
tion would destroy the third-term tra- 
dition of 140 years’ standing as com- 
pletely as if it had never existed.

President Coolidge has now actively 
sought to assume leadership in a world 
movement for further limitation of na- 
val armaments. 

An appeal to the chief naval powers 
to meet America in conference at 
Geneva was yesterday communicated 
officially to Great Britain, France, Italy 
| and Japan, and the President trans- 

ed the text of the appeal, with an 


| accompanying message, to the Congress.

The message came as a surprise and 
oked widely divergent comment at 
‘the Capitol, whole-hearted indorse- 
ments vieing with some critical and 
satirical expressions. The consensus 


| among Senate leaders, especially mem- 


| bers of the foreign relations commit- 
_ tee, is that the appeal will not bring 


practical results. 

Members of the Senate naval affairs 
committee and others noted the fact 
that the message and the appeal were 
so timed as to command attention 
while America’s three-crulser building 
program is a subject of conference— 
adjustment between the Senate and the 
House, the upper body having insisted 
upon appropriations for these ships de- 
spite the House vote and despite the 
President’s expressed wishes. 

There was a tendency, therefore, to 
view the message from two distinct an- 
gles, its international aspect and its 
possible effect on the attempt of Con- 
gress to force the President’s hand in 
the matter of the American naval pro- 
gram. The international phase is re- 
garded by diplomats as by far the moat 
important. 


Asks Special Conference. 


Stripped of diplomatic verbiage, the 
President’s appeal to the powers simply 
asks them to supplement the long 
drawn out and vexatious discussions of 
the Geneva preparatory disarmament 
commission with a special conference 
between the naval powers which would 
deal with limitations affecting cruisers, 
auxiliary craft, submarines, none of 
which were regulated by the Washing- 
ton arms conference of 1921-22. 

America asks that representatives 
with plenipotentiary power be named 
to actually enter into conference and 
negotiate a treaty, providing for the 
desired ends. Meanwhile the discuéa- 
sions of the —reparatory commission 
at Geneva could proceed along the lines 
already mapped out, it is suggested. 

This commission meets at Geneva on 
March 21 next and Hugh Gibson, newly 
appointed American Ambassador to Bel- 
gium and formerly American Minister 
to Switzerland, will be there to con- 
tinue his work as America’s represen-~ 
tative. But the President points out 
that there is little likelihood of a 
general conference on disarmament 
being called this year as a result of the 
labors of the preparatory commission, 
and there is a hint in the President's 
message that he does not expect this 
commission to achieve any constructive 
result. Thus, in one sense Mr. Coolidge 
is asking the powers to abandon re- 
liance on the plan now in operation 
and cooperate with him in a new 
and more restricted program. 


Attitude of Powers Unknown. 


It will not be possible to ascertain 
whether the powers will heed the Pres- 
ident’s appeal until replies have been 
received from London, Paris, Rome and 
Toyko.

Two-Thirds of City’s Appara- 
tus Ordered Out by 
False Calls. 


$5,000 DAMAGE IN BLAZE 


Eleven fire alarms were sounded in 
various sections of the city last night 
between 10:14 o’clock and 12:15 o’clock, 
calling out nearly two-thirds of the 
city’s fire apparatus. Nine of the alarms 
were false. The box pulled at 11:07 
o'clock was for a fire at the home of 
Walter Skinner, 2334 High street south- 
east. The fire, which started in the 
kitchen of the frame house from a de- 
fective stove, burned out the rear of the 
house, causing approximately %5,000 
damage. 


Skinner and his wife were asleep 
when the fire started.

FOR PLANE CARRYING 6 


Epochal Flight Made From 
Detroit to Toledo With 
New Device. 


Dayton, Ohio, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).— 
Relying on radio beacons to keeps its 
course, a Stout-Ford three-motored air- 
plane which arrived here today from 
Detroit on an experimental flight, to- 
night was en route home. 


The flight marked the first use in 
commercial aviation of the radio beacon, 
a newly perfected device by which 
pilots are guided by a series of radio 
dots and dashes. The flier is freed from 
dependence on landmarks for direction, 
the slightest deviation from his course 
altering the signals he receives. 

Army planes have used the radio bea- 
cons heretofore, but the trial today was 
declared to be the first time in which 
any flight has been made between sep- 
arate fields at both of which beacons 
were working in coordination. 

. B. Mayo, chief engineer of the 
Ford Airplane Co., who made the trip 
in company with W. B. Stout, designer 
and builder of the ship, and six other 
passengers, declared the flight a com- 
plete success, opening up a new chan- 
nel for commercial aviation. 

“We had scarcely left the ground at 
the Detroit airport when we began re- 
ceiving signals from our own gtation,” 
he said. “Long before we were out of 
range of our own station we received a 
welcoming message from McCook field 
at Dayton. We were guided by the dots 
and dashes, but we also received voice 
messages from McCook field telling us 
of visability, landing conditions and 
everything pertinent to the trip.” 

The radio beacon sends by the means 
of two instruments, signals in any de- 
sired direction. When the _ sending 
station is notified of the direction of 
the impending flight, a dial is set to- 
ward that pont of the compass and 
the sending instruments started. 

The radio beacon sends the signals 
only in the desired direction. The 
plane pilot, when on the right course. 
receives the Morse signal T-a dash. If 
he veers to the right he receives the 
Morse signal A-dot dash. If he turns 
to the left off his course he receives 
the Morse signal N-dash dot. 

McCook field engineers wko devel- 
oped the radio beacon now are per- 
fecting a system by which lights on 
the control board of the plane will 
give the desired signals so that the 
pilot need not be acquainted with the 
telegraph code.

Proposal Faces Obstacles. 


There are three outstanding ob- 

stacles to the success of a conference, 
along the line suggested, it is pointed 
out. 
Firstly, France flatly refused to agree 
to limit auxiliary craft and submarines 
at the Washington conference and 
there is no indication of a change in 
French policy unless it be a stiffening 
of French opposition. 

Secondly, the Coolidge plan to re- 
strict the Geneva discussions to phases 
of naval disarmament is the plan 
which Hugh Gibson and his American 
assistants have been fruitlessly trying 
to have the Geneva preparatory com- 
mission adopt since last summer. In 
fact, the deadlock at Geneva resulted 
from the insistence of certain powers 
that disarmament be discussed in its 
broad sense, with military resources of 
all nations considered in connection 
with naval matters. Thus President 
Coolidge is now asking the naval pow- 
ers to do something which heretofore 
they have stubbornly declined to do. 

Third, the United States is admit- 
tedly in a far weaker position to enter 
into a disarmament conference than 
was the case in 1921, because America 
has been lagging behind in naval 
strength while the other designated 
powers have been going ahead and the 
result is that America has nothing to 
sacrifice or trade with. 

As one senator expressed it at the 
White House yesterday, the United 
States would be simply saying to the 
powers: “We haven't any of the ships 
we propose to scrap so we would like 
you to scrap some.” 


Washington Parley Recalled. 


At the Washington conference, it is 

pointed out, the United States was 
completing its program of 1916, calling 
for ten new battleships and six battle 
cruisers. More than $330,000,000 al- 
ready had been spent on these ships. 
America was forging ahead to a posi- 
tion where in.a few years it would 
have had the most powerful navy in 
the world. America had apparently in- 
exhaustible funds to devote to the pro- 
gram of building the greatest navy and 
the Congress was committed to the 
1916 building program. 
. Thus the powers had much to gain 
from the standpoint of adjusting their 
own naval strength to the American 
standard, and when Charles Evans 
Hughes, who headed the American del- 
egation, made his offer of sacrifice it 
was heeded.

Borah Makes Comment. 


The message was not read until late 
in the House but was read early in the 
Senate. Comment from leaders was as 
follows: 

Senator Borah, chairman of the Sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, said: 

“I am thoroughly in sympathy with 
the purpose which the President ap- 
parently has in view. I hope he has 
more reason to expect its success than 
is apparent to me just now.” 

Senator Hiram Johnson, who ranks 
next to Senator Borah on the foreign 
relations committee, said: 

“The message seems to indicate that 
all our cruisers in the future will be 
constructed exclusively of authoriza- 
tions. In the event of any serious 
emergency the announcement that 
three American authorizations had 
sailed out of Hampton Roads would 
doubtless cause foreign powers to 
tremble and fall on their knees.” 

Senator Hale, chairman of the na- 
val affairs committee, said: 

“I have always been in favor of ex- 
tending the provisions of the Wash- 
ington treaty to other types of ships 
and carriers. The President’s proposal 
is in line with this_ policy and has 
nothing to do with the present build- 
ing program of the.navy, which, if 
carried out, would not raise our 
strength to any limitation level which 
by any possibility could be adopted 
by such a conference. 

“On the contrary, the building of 
new cruisers now contemplated would 
improve the position of the United 
States at such a conference.” 


Wadsworth Cites Sacrifice. 


Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the 
millatry affairs committee, said: 

“I shall be very much interested to 
see how the powers will greet this 
suggestion. It will be a test of their 
unselfishness. We made a sacrifice in 
1922 and we shall see if they are will- 
ing to make one now.” 

Senator Moses said: 

“There are people who will interpret 
this message as an attempt to defeat 
the three cruiser program. I do not 
so interpret it. I regard it as a great 
State paper. However, a time when 
our foreign affairs are being conducted 
in Central America and China almost 
entirely by war vesseleé and marines 
may seem to some an inopportune time 
to talk naval disarmament.” 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, said: 

“It is intended as a stop to fill the 
gap left at the W m conference, 
but I don’t think it will get anywhere. 

“I have not the slightest idea that 
France will consent to a limitation of 
submarines or Great Britain to a limi- 
tation of cruisers. The message is also 
aimed at the three cruiser program now 
being discussed in Congress. My idea 
would be for us to go ahead and build 
more cruisers.” 


Stronger Navy Sought.

regions within which the land or air; 
armaments of one country could consti- 
tute a potential threat to another coun- 
try. Geographical continents have been 
suggested as regions appropriate for 
land and air limitation agreements. 

The American land and air forces 
constitute a threat to no one. They 
are at minimum strength; their reduc- 
tion has been suggested by no one as 
a necessary condition precedent to gen- 
eral arms limitation. This reduction 
of our land forces. has been rendered 
possible by our favored geographical 
position. I realize that the problems 
of armaments on land and in the air in 
Europe are beset with difficulties which 
in all justice we must recognize and, 
although this government will always 
be ready to lend its assistance in any 
appropriate way to efforts on the part 
of European or other governments to 
arrive at regional agreements limiting 
land and air forces, it would hesitate 
to make specific proposals on this sub- 
ject to European nations. 

The problem of the limitation of 


naval armament, while not regional in 
character or susceptible of regional 
treatment, has been successfully treat- 
ed, in part, by an agreement among 
the five leading naval powers, and, in 
my opinion, can be definitely dealt with 
by further agreements among those 
powers. 

It will be a contribution to the suc- 
cess of the preliminary work now going 
on at Geneva should the great naval 
powers there agree upon a further defi- 
nite limitation of naval armament. 

It is my intention that the American 
representatives at Geneva should con- 
tinue to discuss with the representa- 
tives of the other nations there the 
program for a general limitation of: 
armaments conference. If such a con- | 
ference should be possible in the future | 
on a basis generally acceptable, this ' 
government would, of course, be highly 
gratified. Pending the formulation of 
the plan for such a general conference, 
however, I believe that we should make 
an immediate and sincere effort to 
solve the problem of naval limitation, 
the solution of which would do much 
to make the efforts toward more gen- 
eral limitation successful. 


Text of Coolidge Memorandum. 


The memorandum accompanying the 
President’s message follows: 


The American government has fol- 
lowed with close attention the proceed- 
ings of the preparatory commission for 
the disarmament conference, and, after 
the most careful deliberation, has con- 
cluded that it can helpfully make cer- 
tain observations at this time which, it 
hopes, may contribute materially to the 
success of that commission—a success 
earnestly desired by the government 
and people of the United States. 

The conviction that the competitive 
augmentation of national armaments 
has been one of the principal causes of 
international suspicion and ill will, 
leading to war, is firmly held by the 
American government and people.

World—The United States does not 
have in this new field the bargaining 
strength we had in 1921. We can not 
bring forward so effectively the trump 
argument that if a limitation is not 
imposed we shall outbuild all rivals. 
But we have a case to state, and 
prestige with which to back it. Mr. 
Coolidge’s memorandum should mark 
the beginning of another effort to scrap 
more of the, murderous machinery that 
the world has long piled up.

Rapidly approaching the final test of 


its strength, the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill was debated in both the 
House and Senate yesterday with inter- 
est manifest as to what President 
Coolidge wotld do if it is passed. 

For a while it appeared the bill had 
gained strength in the Senate, where 
a vote will be taken today, Chairman 
McNary, of the agriculture committee, 
announcing that an agreement had 
been reached with Southern senators to 
vote for the measure with the equali- 
zation fee on cotton deferred two years, 
and the Bledsoe insurance plan in ef- 
fect meanwhile. 

Later, however, this program seemed 
to be upset as a result of a conference 
in the office of Vice President Dawes, 
who has advocated application of the 
equalization fee on all commodities 
alike. A number of Western and South- 
ern senators attended, and a difference 
of opinion developed as to whether the 
fee on cotton should be deferred. 


Informal Conferences Had. 


Informal conferences were continu- 
ing between senators last night in an 
effort to agree on a program that would 
give the bill enough support to insure 
its passage. 

In the House, advocates of the bill 
freely predicted passage, while its op- 
ponents speculated on the attitude of 
President Coolidge. 

Representative Tincher  (Republi- 
can), Kansas, who led the administra- 
tion's fight in the House on the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill last year, declared the 
measure was a vehicle to put Frank O. 
Lowden, of Illinois, in the White House, 
and Representative Aswell, of Louisi- 
ana, ae Democrat on the agricul- 
ture committee, predicted Mr. Coolidge 
would sign the bill, and then, to test 
its constitutionality, would throw it 
into the Supreme Court to remain there 
until after the 1928 elections. 


Haugen Speaks on Bill. 


The only House member to speak at 
length in favor of the bill was Chair- 
man Haugen of the agricultural com- 
mittee, but in the Senate a half dozen 
members contended the measure would 
do for agriculture what the tariff has 
done for business and the Federal re- 
serve law for banking. 

Senator Watson (Republican), Indi» 
ana, contended the equalization fee 
was “fair and just’ and would prevent 
overproduction, and Senator Nye, (Re- 
publican), North Dakota, held that 
charges that #he bill was revolutionary 
were not justified because it was de- 
signed to meet revolutionary condi- 
tions.

Rome, Feb. 10 (By A., P:).—The Ital- 
lan government tonight declined to 
make any official comment on Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s proposal for further 
naval disarmament which was submit- 
ted today to Premier Mussolini by Am- 
bassador Henry P. Fletcher. 

Italy’s attitude, it was stated, would 
be set forth only after the proposal 
had. been given most careful study by 
Mussolini, aided by experts on the dis- 
armament question. 

During Ambassador Fletcher’s visit 
at the Chigi palace, Premier Mussolini 
carefully read President Coolidge’s 
message to Congress and the text of the 
proposal concerning further naval dis- 
armament, noting with a pencil various 
passages which struck him as impor- 
tant. Arising from his seat, the pre- 
mier smilingly informed the ambas- 
sador that he would take great pleasure 
in studying the matter and in giving a 
carefully considered opinion in behalf 

f Italy at the earliest opportunity. 

Although the government was re- 
luctant to comment, it is the general 
belief in political circles that Italy 
will accept the proposal, but with 
reservations of: a normal character 
leaving her representative freedom of 
action during any eventual negotia- 
tions at Washington or Geneva. 


Rejection Is Forecast.

London, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—The 
house of commons tonight rejected a 
labor amendment to the address from 
the throne, moved by Charles P. Tre- 
velyan, challenging the government’s 
policy in China. The vote was 320 
to 113. | 

Sir Austen Chamberlain gave an im- 
portant explanation of the govern- 
ment’s policy, which included a con- 
cession that for the sake of advancing 
negotiations looking to a settlement of 


the difficulty, only an Indian. brigade 
would be landed at Shanghai unless 
unforeseen dangers arose. 

The sting was taken out of the labor 
attack by Sir Austen’s announcement 
concerning the troops. Ramsay -Mac- 
Donald, the opposition leader, sought 
to defend labor's attitude. He con- 
tended that the gove:inment policy of 
defense was bound to end in an of- 
fensive, but he recognized the impor- 
tance of the foreign secretary's speech 
and hoped that its effect would-be. duly 
weighed at Hankow. 


Prince of Wales Is Present. 


The Prince of Wales was an inter- 
ested listener in the peers’ gallery. 

Chief interest in Chamberlain’s 
speech, however, was in the distinct 
announcement that provided Eugene 
Chen, the Cantonese foreign minister 
signed the agreement already reached 
at Hankow with the British charge d’af- 
faires, Owen O’Malley, only the. Indian 
troops now en route from Hongkong 
would be landed at Shanghai, while the 
main body of the Shanghai defense 
force would be held at Hongkong un- 
less required by the emergence of 
fresh danger at Shanghai. 

The minister announced that the 
government accepted Chen’s assurances 
that he would not use force; or counte- 
nance the employment of force to bring 
about changes in the status of conces- 
sions for internat:onal settlement. He 
gave details of the new Hankow agree- 
ment, which provided ‘that the new 
municipality wouid be elected by the 
rate payers, all funds raised would be 
spent in the municipality and all 
checks would be countersigned by one 
of the British cons'1!s. .The rate payers 
would have the right to settle the 
budget and the right to veto and the 
audit of the accounts would be the 
joint work of the Chinese and British. 


Marines Leave Honolulu. 


Honolulu, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—Twelve 
hundred United States marines from 
San Diego, Calif., sailed westward 
toward China today aboard the naval 
transport Chaumont with their destina- 
tion an official secret. When the. trans- 
port put in here yesterday, it was ex- 
pected she would receive definite or- 
ders to proceed either to the island of 
Guam, or to China, dependent upon 
how serious the authorities at Wash- 
ington regarded the antiforeign situa- 
tion in China. Persistent rumors that 
the Chaumont was bound for Shanghai 
could not be verified.

Arrival at Shanghai of the tanker 
Pecos with 258 marines was reported 
yesterday to the Navy Department. The 
vessel left Manila February 4. 

The Navy Department expects the 
marines to be distributed aboard the 
navy vess2ls at Shanghai.

two terms and more than twice as long 
as the nineteen other Presidents who 
have served single terms. 

“To launch the ship of state on an 
even keel in the perilous first voyage it 


took George Washington but eight years 


in office. In a similar period of but 
two terms Thomas Jefferson laid the 
foundations of genuine democracy and 
added an empire to our country; Jack- 
son broke the grip of the private bank- 
ing power on the young republic and 
put down nullification; Cleveland and 
Wilson in this same limited period did 
their work and passed from the public 
stage, and it took Abraham Lincoln 
only four years and one month to save 
the Union in its greatest crisis. 

“Are we to be told today that we 
are so bankrupt in statesmanship that 
only one man in either party has the 
patriotism and ability to serve his 
country as President and that his un- 
dertakings and achievmeents in the 
public interest are so vast as to re- 
quire ten years for their performance? 

“When President Coolidge concludes 
his second term of office, March 4, 
1929, he will have served six years, or 
longer than all our Presidents save 
nine, and within two years of those 
who served two full terms. Of the 29 
great Americans who have occupied the 
presidential office in all our history 
the average tenure has been less than 
five years. At the end of his present 
term President Coolidge will have 
served longer than this average tenure. 

“Is, six years in the chief office of 
the republic to be spurned as a meager 
and unworthy bestowal of honor and 
power on the part of the American 
people? 

“The resolution I have offered, if 


‘allowed to come to a vote, would, in my 


judgment, receive the approval of the 
House as now constituted with the 
same unanimity with which it was 
adopted in identical terms half a cen- 
tury ago. On the latter occasion it was 
offered, considered and adopted on the 
same day, under the rules in force. 

“If the resolution is not permitted to 
come to a vote at this session, I shall 
again offer it with full confidence that 
it will be adopted at the December ses- 
sion of Congress.”’ 

The text of the Beck resolution fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That, in the opinion of 


this House, the precedent established by 
Washington and other Presidents of the 
United States in retiring from the pres- 


idential office after their second term 


has become, by universal concurrence, @ 
part of our republican system of gov- 
ernment and that any departure from 
this time-honored custom would be un- 
wise, unpatriotic and fraught with peril 
to our free institutions.”

The United States, while cheerfully participat- 
ing in further efforts to formulate a disarma- 
ment agenda, has ascertained that conflicting 
interests in Europe stand as an effectual bar 
But 
Mr. Coolidge thinks there is a possibility of 
making progress by separating the elements 
of the problem and bringing about an agree- 
ment by the leading naval powers which will 
put an end to the danger of competitive build- 


ing. 


to any general disarmament agreement. 


There is a vital difference between the pres- 
ent situation and that which existed when 
President Harding called the Washington con- 
ference. At that time the United States-was 
about to become the strongest naval power. 
Now it is second or third in the list. Then it 
was to the interest of Great Britain and Japan 
to agree to the proposal that the powers should 
call a halt in the construction of battleships. 
By making the agreement they prevented the 
United States from outstripping them; and 
the United States, for the sake of promoting 
world peace, was willing to forego the ad- 
vantage of having the strongest navy in the 
world. 

Now that the United States navy no longer 
threatens to become stronger than any other, 
and is actually much weaker than the British 
and Japanese navies in cruiser strength, Mr. 
Coolidge’s proposal will serve as a test of the 
willingness of Great Britain and Japan to do 
away with further cruiser construction for the 
sake of promoting world peace. If the rapid 
construction of war vessels by the United 
States in 1922 was a contributing cause of in- 
ternational suspicion and discord, the rapid 
construction of war vessels now by other na- 


tions is equally so. 


Great Britain and Japan have tried to make 
clear the idea that they are building only ac- 
cording to their own needs, and doubtless that 
is the truth. The proposed construction of 
three new cruisers by the United States is 
based upon the needs of this country, and not 
upon any idea of competition. Nevertheless 
the defense measures of every nation must be 
made according to the possibilities of offense 
by others, and thus navies are brought into 
comparison. Indeed, the proposal now made 

-by Mr. Coolidge is based upon the hope that 
limitation will be established on a basis of 
comparisons. There is no other practicable 
method of reaching an agreement. Therefore, 
if Great Britain and Japan should agree to 
confer on the cruiser question, it is reasonable 
to presume that they would not object to an 
agreement looking to an increase of United

A BUREAUCRATIC DICTATORSHIP. 


In spite of the strong support for the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill by leaders of farm organiza- 
tions, there is an absence of enthusiasm 
among the farmers themselves. A large part 
of the agitation for the measure emanates 
from country bankers who find that they are 
the unfortunate holders of slow second mort- 
gages on farm lands. The market for farm 
lands is depressed, due largely to reaction 
from the war and post-war inflation and spec- 
ulation. It is an open secret, too, that there 
has been bad management in some of the 
joint stock land banks, and even in some of 
the farm land banks, and that foreclosures 
by these institutions, coinciding with the re- 
ceiverships of a large number of badly man- 
aged small banks in certain Western and 
Southern States, have produced a difficult land 
situation. 

This is a serious problem which needs the 
attention of. banking authorities. By co- 


| operating with the farmers they can bring 


about better conditions by better banking and 
But when it 


nomic policies of the government, to valorize 
commodities for the purpose of valorizing 
land, and to adopt all the other nostrums that 
are being put forward, the price is too high 
for the country to pay. 

There are numerous boards and commis- 
sions in Washington created by various acts 
of Congress. But there is no evidence that 
any of them would dare say that it would be 
capable of successfully adminfiistering the 
functions which the McNary-Haugen bill pro- 
poses to lodge in the new farm board. An 
idea of the sort of ability the govergment can 
command for the proposed board is afforded 
by reviewing the personnel of the boards that 
now exist. In the course of time the new 
board will be no better than the average of 
the existing boards and commissions, as to 
which Congress speaks in terms of condemna- 
tion whenever it speaks at all. But, when 
legislation proposing the creation of new 
boards is under consideration, those who advo- 
cate them seem to proceed on the assumption 
that they will be manned by supermen. If 
the ten best bankers and business men in 
America were invited to sit on the proposed 
farm board, and they were to accept, it is safe 
to assert that they would announce after their 
first conference that the functions with which 
it is proposed to charge them could not be suc- 
cessfully administered. But the McNary- 
Haugenites go ahead on the theory that the 
new board will be perfect. 

The agricultural situation has become a 
political football. It is being exploited by 
politicians. It is time that the sane and re- 
sponsible members of Congress called a halt 
to this form of exploitation. 

This situation is not new in American his- 
tory. Politicians seek to ride into office by 
offering quack cures for economic maladies. 
Greenbackism was one attempt. and free- 
silverism was another. Other “isms’’ have 
been offered to the country by politicians at 
various times, and it is to be hoped that 
McNary-Haugenism will suffer the fate of the 
previous isms and be thrown into the discard. 

The McNary-Haugen measure proposes to 
lodge the solution of great economic questions 
in a government bureau. ‘This drift toward 
paternalism, so evident in this country, ig a 
confession of the weakness of the people in 
tackling their own problems. There is no 
denying the fact that an increase in the power 
of the central government means a decrease 
in the liberty of the people. The weaker the 
people become, the stronger the government 
must become, and centralized power means the 
loss of liberty. 

Dictatorships are repugnant to the American 
people. Yet it is’ proposed to increase the 
powers of government bureaus for investi- 
gating, supervising, regulating, subsidizing 
and valorizing, thus creating a néw and 
modern form of bureaucratic dictatorship. 


CLEANSING NEW YORK’S PLAYS. 


There is still a sense of decency existing in 
the city of New York. The growth of sala- 
ciousness in matters theatrical gags even the 
case-hardened city fathers. Soon after Mayor 
Walker succeeded to the post which Mayor 
Hylan was compelled to vacate, announcement 
was made that the end of indecency on the 
stage was in sight. Conferences were called 
in order that the mayor and his official family 
on the one hand, and the theatrical producers 
on the other, might get together and talk it 
over. The result of these talks was a general 
agreement to “cleanse the Augean stables.’’ 
But the producers Know their public, and 
some of them were determined to give them 
what they wanted, in spite of the warnings 
which were issued. 

Two of these indecent plays. were recently 
“acquitted of immorality.’’ One of them has 
been running for ten months. Another has 
enjoyed popularity for about half that time. 
A third production is in its third week. And 
while the citizens play juries were apparently 
indisposed to interfere with the continuance 
‘of the performances, Chief City Magistrate 
McAdoo decided to act. He issued warrants 
on Wednesday: and the police served them, 
arresting producers, managers and actors after 
the curtains fell that night. It is announced 
that the arrests will be repeated as often as 
the curtain rises, unless the objectionable sec- 
tions of the plays are cut. |

REVOLUTION IN TILLAGE. 


In starting his idea of reform in land tillage, 
Henry Ford lays down a basic hypothesis which 
is practically unassailable, when he says that 
many farmers have to work too hard in order 
to produce their crops. With all the alievia- 
tions that inventions of new agricultural ma- 
chinery and improvements in older appliances 
have brought, farming, as now practiced, is 
still back-breaking, leg-wearying, and hand- 
callousing work; and the uncertainty that 
nearly always prevails as to yield and prices 
makes it nerve-racking as well. It is all very 
well for the urban newspaper humorist to 
poke fun at the denizens of rural communi- 
ties over their automobiles, their radio sets, 
and their electrically lighted homes. but,.tak- 
ing one consideration with another, the farm- 
ers’ lot, no more than the erstwhile police- 
man’s, is not, as yet, at least, an entirely 
happy one. He does, indeed, comply with the 
biblical injunction of earning his bread in the 
sweat of his brow, but the unfortunate part 
of the business is that he has to lose far too 
much sweat. | 

Henry Ford is represented as expressing the 
belief that the work of producing any of the 
staple crops, to which the farmer has now to 
give a whole year, can be done in twenty 
days or less, provided there is thorough organ- 
ization, intensive specialization, and 
ployment of labor-saving machinery. If it is 
true, as stated, that he has purchased some 
thousands of acres for trying out his theories, 
and if he succeeds in proving that these the- 
ories, so far from being chimerical, as at first 
blush they seem, are capable of being reduced 
to practice, he will have conferred a great 
boon, not on the farming community alone, but 
also on the whole nation. It stands to reason 
that reduction in cost of production will en- 
able the farmer to make a fair profit, and that 
the economies effected will eventually have to 
be shared with the public, and thus make for 
lower commodity prices. 

Should that happy day ever arrive, the late 
Sir Rider Haggard’s ‘‘Farmer’s Year.” a really 
Practical book at the time it was produced, will 
have to be entirely recast and rewritten in 
order to bring it up to date. 
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THE NEW BOTANIC GARDEN. 


William E. Parsons, the consulting land-

The family should get together—fa-

HiT CRIPPLED SHIP 
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Immigrants Are. Told That 
Liner With U. S. Flag 

| Can Not Sink. 
MANY, ON KNEES, PRAY 
ON PRESIDENT HARDING 


Lights Out- Engines Dead, 
Heat Off in Terrific Storm; 
Much Discomfort. 


New York, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—Im- 
passengers who fell 
to their knees on the storm-swept deck 
of the liner President Harding, when 
60-foot waves disabled the ship in a 
gale at sea, were reassured by a steward 
who told them that with the Stars and 
Stripes at the masthead and an Ameri- 
can officer in Command “the ship can't 
sink.”’ 

The President Harding arrived today 
six days late after what Capt. Van 
Beek said was the stormiest passage 
of his 41 years’ experience. On Monday 
night the waves so battered the liner 
that rivets were loosened and a leak 
developed in the fuel tanks which 
emptied them. 

The lights went out, the engines died, 
there was no heat, and still the great 
waves crashed against the ship’s sides. 

First and second-class passengers 
were quickly convinced that there was 
no real danger and that at most they 
were confronted with a certain amount 
of discomfort, but in the third class 
occupied mostly by women and chil- 
dren, consternation and fright were 
general. 


Fall to Knees in Terror. 

William O’Connor, of Dublin, a third 
class passenger told today how after 
being knocked about the tossing ship 
in the dark, his fellow passengers fell 
to their knees in terror and prayed. 

Then Chief Steward Reupke walked 
among, them, laughing~- down their 
fears. 

“You're on an American ship,’ he 
told them, “‘sailing under the American 
flag with an American naval reserve 
officer in command, and the ship can't 
sink.” 

In response to the steward’s sugges- 
tion that they play some games, O’Con- 
nor said the passengers became quited 
and began arrangements for having 
concerts during the rest of the voyage. 

It ' was necessary to anchor until 
more fuel could be brought from Hali- 
fax and until the heating plant could 
be started up again, passengers Kept 
warm by burning the liner’s wooden 
hatches. 

Tuesday the President Harding put 
into Halifax and after a two-day stay, 
continued here, the 547 passengers 
completing the journey on board al- 
though the United States lines offered 
them transportation by rail if they 
wished.

VERDIGT ACTRESS WON 


Shovel ‘Manufacturer Drops 
Plan to Appeal Breach- 
of-Promise Case.

Pittsburgh, Feb. 10 (By A. P.).—The 
Hubbard-Caldwell breach of promise 
case was settled today when counsel for 
John W. Hubbard, wealthy manufac- 
turer, handed a check for $50,000 to at- 
torneys representing Miss Anne Cald- 
well, New York musical comedy actress. 
The sum represented? the damages | 
awarded to Miss Caldwell by a juty. | 
The settlement came as a surprise, for | 
Hubbard had announced he would ask | 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for a new trial after a similar 
motion was denied in Federal court. 

Miss Caldwell sued for $500,000, al-| 
leging the manufacturer proposed mar- | 
riage to her in Atlantic City but later | 
refused to wed her. The jury found | 
that a marriage contract existed and, 
in arriving at the $50,000 damage 
award, the different amounts suggested 
by jurors were written down and di- 
vided by twelve. In addition to the 
$50,000 turned over to Miss Caldwell’s 
attorneys today, Hubbard paid the 
court costs with interest, amounting to 
$944. 

There was a sensational trial in 
which Miss Caldwell alleged that 
through the promise of marriage, Hub- 
bard seduced her, and in which the 
Pittsburgh shovel manufacturer pre- 
sented many witnesses, including rail- 
road presidents, Allegheny county, 
Pa., officials, and others. 

Hubbard appealed, contending that 
the court erred in excluding certain 
testimony having to do with Miss Cald- 
well’s character and the character of | 
her associates in New York and “At- 
lantic City. The court ruled he had a 
fair and impartial trial, and the motion 
was denied. i 

Hubbard's counsel then prepared to 
go to a higher court, but this step was 
halted today by the payment of dam- 
ages. Hubbard, it was said, felt that 
too many of his friends had been 
brought into the case and that he de- 
sired to avoid further notoriety.

Mr. Lee, together with Truxtun Beale 
and Gist Blair, owners of property in 
the vicinity of the square, declared the 
bill was designed to put their property 
in “cold storage,’ so that eventually 
when the government decides to erect 
the State Department building on the 
west side the property can be bought 
cheaply. 

It was indicated, however, that all of 
the committee, with the exception of 
Senator Bruce, favored the bill and 
_would report it in substance. The Mary- 
land opposition aside from its influence 
in the Senate, however, virtually pre- 
|cludes any chance of favorable action 
| in the House.

skin into ‘the system he must mix it 
with fats, such as ointments, or with 
volatile substances ,such as are con- 
tained in many liniments. Penetration 
is favored by thorough preliminary 
cleaning, by friction, by heat, and by 
occlusive dressings. 
Since a certain amount of absorp- 
tion takes place, physicians must 
guard against poisoning. Good illus- 
trations of poisonings which have oc- 
casionally taken place are mercurial 
poisoning, due to the rubbing in of too 
much mercurial ointments; carbolic 
poisoning, due to the over use of car- 
bolic lotions, and wood alcohol poison- 
ing, due to the use of liniments in 
which this poison is an ingredient. He 
tells us that, contrary to the usual 
rale with skin applications, carbolic 
acid: in watery solution is more pot- 
sonous than carbolic salves.

Total maintenance expenditures of 
Class 1 railroads in the year under 
review amounted to %2,167,679,000, an 
increase of $73,385,000 over 1925.

| automatically brands an amateur in any 
other sport as a professional in golf, the 
association will rule Miss Browne in- 
eligible to take part in any amateur 
tournament directly under its auspices 
because it believes the public might 
Suspect her of accepting remuneration 
for her activity with mashie and niblick 
or traveling expenses as she does on the 
courts. 


, of course, will ex- 
clude the world’s most versatile 
woman athlete from the women’s 
national golf championship at 
Cherry Valley, September 19 to 24. 
The primary purpose of her request 
for a ruling on her status was to 
determine whether she was eligible 
for that event. 


This decision 


The grounds upon which Miss Browne 
will be classed as a professional golfer 
is the following U. 8. G. A. regulation: 

“The U. 8. G. A. executive committee 
shall have the right of declaring ineli- 


gible to compete in any amateur tourna- 


ment under its jurisdiction any amateur 
who, in its opinion, has received any 
consideration because of his skill at the 
game or who has acted in a manner 
detrimental to the best interests or to 
the spirit of the game.” 

The association believes Miss Browne’s 
case is covered by the last clause of this 
ruling. The executive committee inter- 
prets her competition as a professional 
to the best 
interests of golf. 


Another U. 8. G. A. regulation 
forbids amateur players, except 
members of the Walker cup team, 
to accept traveling expenses. As 
there is no unit in the women’s 
division of the game to correspond 
with the Walker cup team, this res- 
ulation means as applied to women 
that every woman golfer must travel 
at her own expense. 


The association feels that inasmuch 
as Miss Browne undoubtedly would take 
part in professional tennis matches and 
would accept traveling expenses to the 
place in which they were held during 
the golf season, she would violate this 
regulation.

LL-STAR teams of baseball celebri- 

ties have long been a popular fad. 

Such teams are usually selected by 
the individual with little effort to guard 
against personal prejudice and natural 
bias. In consequence, they usually ex- 
press nothing beyond the opinions of a 
single fallible observer. 

More ambitious selections are some- 
times made by groups of ball players or 
committees of newspaper writers. These 
selections are more accurate, but even 
they leave much to be desired. They 
are generally made before the complete 
records are available and are ba too 
much upon mere observation, too little 
upon permanent statistics. 


. 


In the series of brief sketches 
that have gone before we have tried 
to select the leading player at each 
position, according to the unbiased 
evidence of the records. Besides, 
we have called upon a wide variety 
of statistics in order to gain a com- 
prehensive view of a player’s all- 
round ability based upon no fewer 
than ten selected points, and in 
summing up, we have allowed a fair 
value to each event. 


Moreover, where the issue is closely 
drawn, we have not been guided en- 
tirely by arbitrary figures but have 
made considerable allowance for those 
intangible elements which go to make 
up player greatness, such as experi- 
ence, aggressiveness and the like. 

Surely the records themselves are 
more impartial witnesses than any fan 
or player or writer. We may safely 
leave to these records, properly inter- 
preted, the true all-star National 
league tearn of 1926. 

According to our point system the 
perfect player would have a total of 
30 credit points, for he would excel 
his fellows in all ten of the events 
selected. As each first choice, accord- 
ing to our system, counts 3 points, his 
first tem choices would give him a 
total of 30 points. Needless to say, 
no such player exists in either league. 

it is, however, rather interest- 
ing to draw up a team of selected 
players and see how they rank in 
credit points) Those who rank 
highest are least assailable. Those 
who have relatively low rating 
te encountered severe competi- 
tion.

Dr. Sanford said in a formal state- 
ment. 

“The executive committee of the con- 
ference meets in Atlanta on Friday 
and Saturday, February 25 and 26, and 
at that time any conference institu. 
tion may appeal from the decision made 
by the president. 


“A word of explanation is neces- 
sary. At the close of spring prac- 
tice last year Georgia played Ogie- 
thorpe in a benefit game. I real- 
ized it was contrary to the spirit 
and letter of the constitution to 


play that game and that it was a 
mistake. 


“I do not regret, however, Playing it, 
and am positive that the executive 
committee would have granted gladly 
the request to play such a game. A 
former student was desperately ill and 
needed help. Tne proceeds of the game 

were sent to him with the hope that 
he might be restored to health. But 
that hope was in vain. No football 
game ever was played with a purer 
motive and it never was intended for 


this game to set a precedent for i 
football games.” r acl 


The Georgia- -Oglethorpe game was 
the first such game played in the coun- 
try and attracted attention everywhere 
and many teams have indicated that 
Similar games will be played this 
spring during or at the end of the 
spring training season. .

“(UJndercover” Fund 
Is Asked by Mellon 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Secretary Mellon yesterday asked Con- 
gress to authorize a special fund for 
the use of “undercover” prohibition 
and narcotic agents. With his request 
he submitted a copy of a proposed 
bill under which the money would be 
advanced to field agents by special dis- 
bursement officers and would be used 
to obtain evidence of violations of the 
Volatead and narcotic acts.
